Good clothes need care. 
Many a 
man spends much money on his i*?r- 
soual appearance, but is so untidy or 
so neglectful of the proper care of Ids | profitable 
clothes that very soon expensive suits 
become shabby. 
It is never a good policy to wear the 
same suit consistently throughout the 
week—if it is brought into use alter­ 
nately with another it will last as long 
again, for when “off duty” the wool has 
a chance to regain its vitality. 
Tile 
same idea is at the back of the theory 
‘hat a man should have two sets of 
razors—when the one is resting the 
steel can recover its temper. 
If clothes arc to be preserved they 
must be kept free of dust, says Fout- 
hi 11 Beckford in the London Mail, and 
this cun only be done by a thorough 
crushing every time they are taken off. 
All pockets should be emptied, for. 
strange as it may seem, it is the lirtle 
collection of grit and tobacco that rot 
the fabric. Of course, the other great 
hole makers are moths and these must 
be avoided by the removal of all stains 
and spots of grease which attract them 
and encourage them,to feed. Constant 
brushing and plenty of fresh air are the 
great enemies of moths and will put 
them to rout every time. 
Some people find difficulty In remov­ 
ing stains, and therefore, a few hints 
as to the proper antidotes may not 
come amiss. 
Perhaps the most common stain of 
nil Is that of Ink. 
Here I would ad­ 
vise that the spot be soaked in strong 
salt water and rinsed in a solution of 
ammonia. The salt changes the nitrate 
of silver In the ink into chloride, and 
this Is naturally dissolved by the am­ 
monia. 
Ammonia will also remove in­ 
delible pencil, and. If followed by a 
wash of solution of soda, will also take 
out all grass stains. 
Oil and grease should be treated 
with 
benzine covered tfith Fuller’s 
earth or powdered chalk and left In 
the sun for a few hours. 
For rust I recommend lemon juice 
and salt or oxalic acid. This last, how­ 
ever, requires great care, for if not 
properly used it Injures the fabric. 
Tar should be softened with glycerin, 
anointed with benzine, and then washed 
in soda water and ammonia. 
As regards cleaning, the dry process 
Is hest, for water should not be used 
on woolens. Moreover, great attention 
must he paid to the pressing.

One (J. S. Pilot Has Cov­ 
ered 210,381 Miles. 


The air mail service bows to no ag* 
cremation of flying men In the world. 
Carl F. Egg** of Washington, general 
superintendent of the air mail, frankly 
believes he has the finest and best- 
trained group of flyers on earth and 
he is proud of every mother’s son of 
them. 
The custodians of the ('oilier Tro­ 
phy agree with him, having awarded 
It two successive years to the air mail 
service. 
Tiff* excellence of the air mail serv­ 
ice personnel Is not confined to the 
pilots, who daily hurtle through the 
air at tremendous speed to advance 
the 
transcontinental 
malls 
between 
New York and San Francisco. 
The 
ground force, which keeps the mail in 
shape for the flyers’ gruelling work 
is as highly skilled in its line as ate 
the daring pilots who handle the sticks 
In the air. 
Service Has 79 Airplanes. 
At the present time the air mail 
service has 79 planes in going condi­ 
tion and always ready for the air. All 
of them are rebuilt De Haviland®— 
rebuilt by the mechanics of the serv­ 
ice—many of them repeatedly rebuilt. 
The policy followed by Mr. Egge is to 
take down a plane after It has flown 
HOO hours. 
After every KOO hours, 
therefore, a mail plane is virtually re­ 
built. 
A careful log Is kept of the 
performance of every plane In order 
that this policy may be rigidly ad­ 
hered to. 
Occasionally a mall 
pilot 
crasher 
and Is killed, but the number of fatal 
crashes Is small when compared with 
the hours and railes flown on regular 
schedule. 
During the current fiscal 
year the air mall service has lost three 
splendid flyers. 
James F. Moore, considered one of 
the hest and most careful of the mail 
pilots, "flew Into the ground" near 
Cheyenne, Wyo., and nobody will ever 
know the actual cause of the accident. 
The air was clear, but he was flying 
low on account of a stiff head wind 
In the higher altitudes. 
It was very 
cold. 
An icicle may have dropped off 
the radiator and smashed his goggles. 
He may have had heart trouble. 
Landed at Full Speed. 
One farmer said lie was flying in a 
circle evidently looking for a place to 
land and suddenly turned the nose of 
The plane downward and flew Into the 
ground at filii speed. 
Another farmer 
declared he was flying straight ahead 
at a great height, so high he could 
not tell whether It was a mail plane. 
Tlie two other 
fatal 
crashes oe 
curred 
in 
Ohio. 
Pilots 
Harwell 
Thompson and Howard C Drown were 
tile men. 
Po far a*- the experts could 
determine, neither of these crashes 
was due to mechanical defects In 
planes or motors. 
They are charged 
up to the natural hazard of the flying 
game. 
(D. ll. Pearson was killed In 
flight March 7. last. in Pennsylvania.) 
Every mail pilot Is a veteran of the 
military service, having served either 
att active flyer or a civilian In­ 
structor during the World war. 
During the last fiscal year the mail 
pilots flying over tin* 2,680-mUe route 
from New York to San Francisco cov­ 
ered 1,8<>9,028 miles, carrying nn es­ 
timated total of 67.875,840 pieces of 
flrsr-clasa 
mail. 
The 
appropriation 
made by congress for this service was 
$l,9oO,000, while t!:e expenditures to­ 
taled SI,77 I.lf.I SS. 


Individual Records. 
Pilot K. lf Lee, Maywood, rn., holds 
the Individual record for number of 
hours in the air, with 2,271 hours to 
ids credit and a mileage of I SD,OTO. 
TV. C. Hopson, Omaha, Neb., with 2,127 
hours and 22 minutes in the air, has 
the mileage record, having covered 
219,381 miles up to February 29. 
This year the postmaster general 
asked for $3,(’NX),OOO with a vi^nv to 
putting In a regular day-and night air 
mall from coast to coast. The director 
of the budget cut the figure In half, ap­ 
proving only $1,500,000, which would 
enable the air mall service to carry on 
during the fiscal year beginning July 
I as at present, flying only by daylight.

From May 15, 1918, when the first 
air mail route was established, until 
December SI, 1923, a total, of 30.903 
trips were attempted, of which 948 
were uncompleted. 
A total of 7,152,- 
245 miles were traveled, a 91.83 per 
cent performance. 
Up to December 
31, last, the total number of letters 
transported via the air mail was 225,- 
769,520 and the total cost $6,204,643. 
There were many forced landings 
from one cause, or another, during the 
period 1918-1923. 
The number cred­ 
ited to mechanical causes was 1,549, 
while forced landings charged to other 
causes numbered 2,041. The groat ma­ 
jority of forced landings, of course, in­ 
volved no serious damage to planes.

Court Holds Flying Over 
{.and Is Not Trespass 
The old common law maxim, "wliose 
tho soil Is, his it is from the heavens 
to the depths of tile earth” was over­ 
ruled In a decision by Judge John C. 
Michael of the District court at St. 
Paul, Minn., In a suit for damages 
brought by a local property owner 
after an airplane made a forced land­ 
ing on his property. 
The plaintiff 
sought also to enjoin the defendant 
from flying over his property regard­ 
less of the altitude of such flights. 
"Condemnation of air lanes Is not 
feasible because aircraft cannot ad­ 
here strictly 
to a defined course.’ 
Judge Michael’s decision said. 
‘T he 
air, so far as it has any direct rela­ 
tion to the comfort and enjoyment of 
the land, is appurtenant to the land. 
but to contend thnt It is part of the 
realty, as affecting the right of air 
navigation, is only a legal fiction, de­ 
void of substantial merit.’’ 
Judge Michael said that while there 
was some danger to persons and prop 
ert.v from aircraft, accidents were in 
frequent and "this hazard is Infinitely 
I* ss than encountered in every walk of 
life from various other causes.” 
While granting the plaintiff dam­ 
ages the Judge, In refusing the Injunc­ 
tion, snld that modern progress and 
great public Interest should not be 
blocked by unnecessary legal refine­ 
ments.

has 
recently reopened the big sani­ 
tarium at Grimmenstein, located 
in 
t h e mountains at about the same alti­ 
t u d e as the world-famous health re­ 
sorts of Davos and Leysln, says a re­ 
p o r t in the American Red Cross. 
The history of Grlmmenstein sani­ 
tarium !;as been rich in events. 
The 
main building was created by the 
White Cross society and taken over by 
the Austrian army as a sanitarium for 
3,000 tuberculosis soldiers. 
The revo­ 
lution following the war put an end 
to this plan. Because of governmental 
post-war 
economies 
the 
sanitarium 
was closed in 1922. 
But after this 
stop was taken tile Austrian Red Cross 
took 
o v e r rh*' sanitarium, readapted 
th** buildings and continued the tight 
against 
tuberculosis, 
particularly 
among women and children. 
An entire trainload of children was 
admitted to the hospital shortly after 
a vigorous campaign by the Austrian 
Red Cross, The co^t to the patient Is 
about $1 a day, 
Those who are un- 
ride to pay are carried along by the 
local authorities.
